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JAILED 


A 34-YEAR-OLD man from Westcliff has been jailed for two 
years after he asked a convicted child sex offender to share 
abuse images online. 

Matt Devere, from Southview Drive, was identified by officers 
from the National Crime Agency after they recovered explicit 
sexual conversations on computers seized from the house of 
Peter Allott, a former teacher who was jailed in May 2016. 

In the chat, Devere had asked Allott “can u send vids” 
adding he wanted them to include extremely young children. 

A number of videos were then 
shared and Devere told Allott: “pis 
tell me u have more like that ... best 
ive seen.” 

NCA officers arrested Devere at his 
home in June 2016. 

Forensic examination of computers 
and internet-enabled devices taken 
from his house showed Devere had 
been communicating with like-mind¬ 
ed individuals over a period of time, 
specifically asking for - and shar¬ 
ing - images and videos of incest 
between fathers and sons. 

He pleaded guilty to 13 offences in September 2017 includ¬ 
ing intentionally encouraging or assisting the commission of 
an offence, distributing an indecent image of a child and pos¬ 
sessing extreme pornography. 

He was sentenced on Friday, October 20 at Chelmsford 
Crown Court and will be subject to an indefinite Serious 
Harm Prevention Order (SHPO). 

Martin Ludlow, from the National Crime Agency, said: 
“Matt Devere actively sought to communicate with individu¬ 
als using video conferencing forums for the sole purpose of 
accessing horrific child abuse images.

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Emergency stop for 
smoking instructor 


A DRIVING instructor from Leigh 
caught drug driving has been banned 
from the road for 18 months. 

Fabienne Taylor, 31, of Kingswood 
Chase, was driving a black Ford Fies¬ 
ta - which had a driving school board 
on its roof - at the junction of the 
A127 and A130 near Rayleigh. 

She was stopped by police - at 
around 2.55pm on Thursday, April 
27 - after officers were tipped off. 

They performed a roadside drugs 
test which indicated Taylor may be 
over the prescribed limit for drugs. 

She was arrested on suspicion of 


drug driving and taken to Southend 
police station where a blood sample 
was taken. 

The test results indicated she had 
cannabis and cocaine in her system at 
the time she was driving. 

Taylor was charged and later 
pleaded guilty. 

At Southend Magistrates’ Court on 
October 19, she was banned from dri¬ 
ving for 18 months, fined £100 and 
ordered to pay £85 costs and a £30 
victim surcharge. 

Sergeant Martin Allen, from the 
Casualty Reduction Unit, said: “Drug 


driving is completely unacceptable. 

“It slows your reactions and could 
lead a crash where you or someone 
else is seriously hurt or killed. 

“I find it hard to believe anyone 
would want to take that kind of risk 
with their safety. 

“I find it particularly galling in this 
case, as Fabienne Taylor was meant 
to be responsible for learner and 
inexperienced drivers and should 
have known better. 

“Her actions were reckless and I 
am glad she will be off our roads for 
the next 18 months.” 


‘Not urgent? It’s not A&E’ 


RESIDENTS have been 
urged not to visit Southend 
Hospital's A&E - except in 
an emergency - after figures 
revealed thousands of people 
who visit the department 
each year did not require any 
treatment. 

The hospital has warned 
time-wasting visitors that 
they will not be allowed to 
attend A&E as a ruse to get 
around waiting times at local 
GP surgeries and pharma¬ 
cies. 

They have also been 
advised that they will be 
turned away from A&E if 
their needs are not thought to 
be an emergency. 

The warning was issued 
ahead of the expected annual 
increase in demand on hospi¬ 
tal services caused by flu and 
accidents caused by haz¬ 
ardous winter weather. 


Phil Read, associate direc¬ 
tor of system resilience for 
the NHS in south east Essex, 
said: “It is important every¬ 
one plays their part in taking 
care of their own health this 
winter - and help us take 
care of the NHS.” 

Figures released by NHS 
Southend Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group (CCG) 
revealed more than 3,500 
people who attended A&E 
between April and August 
this year turned out not to 
require treatment or even a 
medical examination. 

Non-emergency problems 
turning up to A&E over the 
past year have included a 
broken finger nail, cough 
and toothache. 

Non-emergency visits to 
A&E accounted for seven 
per cent of all patients who 
attended between April and

June, rising to 13 per cent 
between July and August. 

Dr Jose Garcia Lobera, 
chair of NHS Southend 
CCG, said: “This is putting 
enormous pressure on the 
system and costing the NHS 


in Southend, Castle Point and 
Rochford an enormous 
amount of money.” 

Dr Caroline Howard, an 
emergency department con¬ 
sultant at the hospital, said: 
“People attending with non¬ 
emergency problems will not 
be treated at Southend Hos¬ 
pital’s Emergency Depart¬ 
ment. They will be referred 
back to their GP, or other 
appropriate care service. 

“Even then, it still takes a 
senior clinician’s time to 
assess these patients - time 
that could be better spent on 
managing those who truly 
need our expert emergency 
input. 

“A number of people 
believe [going to A&E] will 
speed things up, but we can¬ 
not expedite out-patient 
appointments nor refer to any 
non-emergency clinics.” 



Time for a change 


A HISTORIC clock has been 
restored and unveiled in 
Southend High Street. 

The Jones Clock has been 
returned to its original place on 
the thoroughfare, above the 
shop currently occupied by 
Yours Clothing. 

It was installed on the premis¬ 
es of R A Jones - a jeweller who 
has been a major benefactor to 
the area, giving Prittlewell Priory 
and Priory Park to the town in 
1917 and presented the Jones 
Memorial Ground to the school- 
children of Southend in 1919. 

This clock was a feature of the 
High Street for most of the last 
century. But it had to be taken 
down in May when it was 
declared unsafe. 

It has been returned after a 
crowd-funding project by 
Southend Past and Present Face- 
book Group, which raised £8,000. 

Southend Museums obtained a 


grant from the Essex Heritage 
Fund, while Yours Clothing met 
the costs of taking the clock 
down and storing it. 

It was unveiled back in its for¬ 
mer spot by Mayor of Southend, 
Cllr Fay Evans, on Friday. She 
said: “It has been wonderful to 
see such a groundswell of sup¬ 
port to return this historic land¬ 
mark to its rightful place. 

“R A Jones was arguably our 
town’s greatest ever benefactor 
and it seems fitting that his gen¬ 
erosity should be repaid all these 
years later as we celebrate 125 
years since Southend was given 
its charter, and 100 years since 
Jones gifted the magnificent Pri¬ 
ory Park. 

“I thank everyone who donat¬ 
ed to the crowd fund, to Yours 
Clothing, Southend Libraries and 
Museum Service and Essex Her¬ 
itage Fund - all of whom made 
this possible.”

“He gave no thought to the 
victims in the images and the 
conversations we recovered 
show he was requesting videos 
depicting the worst kind of 
abuse. 

“Our officers are dedicated 
to protecting children and 
ensuring people like Devere 
and Allott face the conse¬ 
quences of their actions. 

“If you are engaging with 
people online and sharing 
images of child abuse, you will 
be identified, located and 
brought to justice.”

• THERE will be an 80 per 
cent increase in the number 
of flights from Southend 
Airport next year. 

Up to 230 flights a week 
for Stobart Air/Flybe will 
take off from June 17 to 
September 9. A new service 
to Antwerp, Belgium will fly 
four times a week. 

Stobart Air, through its 
franchise partnership with 
Flybe, has brought in a fifth 
aircraft at the airport, after 
easyJet said it will base a 
fourth A320 airplane at 
Southend from July 2018. 

Glyn Jones, chief executive 
officer of Stobart Aviation, 
owners of Southend Airport, 
said: “We’re hugely excited 
about what we’re now 
offering passengers. We’ve 
added hundreds of extra 
flights and thousands of 
more seats for next year’s 
peak summer season.”

Celerio a smart deal in the city 



Suzuki 

By Stewart Smith 


THERE’S a great choice of small 
city cars at the moment and one 
to watch out for is the nifty little 
five-door Suzuki Celerio which 
offers more space than you 
imagine and is frugal with fuel. 

Even the entry-level Celerio 
SZ2, which costs £7,499, comes 
with a good deal of standard kit 
including central locking, a CD 
tuner with DAB, curtain airbags, 
electric front windows and driver 
seat height adjustment. 

Power, as with all Celeries, 
comes from a 1.0-litre, 
three-cylinder petrol engine which 
Suzuki claims will give you 
around 65mpg on average. 

Although the engine produces 
just 67bhp it is still no slouch and 
even on motorways it will keep 
you bowling along at a fair pace. 

Top speed is claimed at 96mph 
with a 0-62mph time of 13.5 
seconds and as far as city 
motors go it compares with 
others in the sector. 

With C02 emissions being 
below 10Og/km it also means 
high road tax isn’t a problem. 

The Celerio SZ3 offers more in 
the way of kit and comes in at 


£9,149 and can also be had with 
Suzuki’s Dualjet engine which 
offers more miles per gallon 
(78.5mpg) but has the same 
amount of power and costs 
£9,749. 

The Dualjet engine, uses two 


injectors per cylinder plus engine 
auto stop/start to take the 
Celerio’s efficiency to the next 
level with low C02 emissions at 
84g/km. 

The Celerio comes with a 
five-speed manual gear change 


which is light and precise. 

Top of the range is the Celerio 
SZ4, at £10,149 which comes 
with a higher specification 
including a Bluetooth integrated 
into audio unit, USB connector, 
headlamp levelling, front fog 


lamps, four speakers, halogen 
multi-reflector headlamps and 
other up-market kit. 

Safety and security kit on the 
SZ4 includes hill hold control, 
immobiliser, daytime running 
lights, remote central locking, 
emergency flat tyre kit and 
electronic stability programme. 

With Its compact dimensions 
(3.6m long) and tiny turning circle 
(9.4m) the Celerio is easy to 
manoeuvre in and out of tight 
spots, especially around town. 

Despite its size there is a fair 
amount of room in the Celerio 
with good headroom front and 
back and the driving position is 
good with adequate vision all 
round. 

All in all the Celerio is a top 
budget buy and at the moment 
Suzuki is offering a “scrappage” 
deal of £1,000 on the SZ3 and 
SZ4 models and a finance deal 
which includes one year’s free 
insurance and three years’ 
servicing. 

On personal contract, the 
Celerio can be had from £139 per 
month after an initial payment of 
£1,251 over a four-year period 
with an annual mileage cap of 
7,000 miles.

Brian Jeeves reporting from 
the London Stadium 

PRESSURE is mounting on Slaven 
Bilic after his lacklustre Hammers 
were easily brushed aside by 
Brighton on Friday night. 

Having tasted defeat just once in 
their previous five Premier League 
matches, signs suggested that Bilic’s 
men were now showing a little more 
resilience and had perhaps turned 
the comer following their disastrous 
opening to the campaign. 

Bilic was without the services of 
Andy Carroll, serving the first of a 
three-match ban following his dis¬ 
missal at Burnley, while Aaron 
Cresswell slipped to the bench, 
their places taken by Arthur 
Masuaku and Pedro Obiang. 

Visitors Brighton, under the 
guidance of one-time Hammer 
Chris Hughton, had made a steady, 
yet unspectacular start to their first 
top-flight campaign since 1983. 

The Seagulls had won two and 
drawn two of their opening eight 
league fixtures and eyed this as an 
opportunity to build on that plat¬ 
form, carrying them clear of the 
East Londoners in the process. 


Jose Izquierdo was horribly way¬ 
ward as the Seagulls created the first 
clear-cut opening. But with their 
next meaningful foray forward the 
visitors grabbed the lead. Glenn 
Murray reacted quickest, nodding a 
Pascal Gross free-kick firmly 
beyond the stranded Joe Hart. 

Winston Reid nodded over then 
saw an attempt deflected behind as 
the Hammers finally offered a 
threat of their own, while Manuel 
Lanzini fired over from an acute 
angle as the hosts continued to 
probe a little more menacingly. 

Obiang’s stinging drive tested the 
resolve of Brighton keeper Mathew 
Ryan, while Javier Hernandez was a 
whisker away with a speculative 
right-footed effort as the search for 
an equaliser picked up pace. 

However, just before the break, 
the home side were stunned again. 
Hart saved brilliantly from Murray, 
but Izquierdo recycled the attack, 
sending a wonderful curling strike 
into the top corner of the net, 
despite the efforts of the on-loan 
Manchester City man. 

After the interval, Bilic replaced 
Cheikhou Kouyate with Andre 
Ayew in a bid to retrieve the situa¬ 
tion. However, the spark had clearly 
fizzled out as Brighton became con¬ 
tent to play on the counter-attack. 


Lanzini’s wayward dead-ball 
attempt appeared to sum up the 
predicament the home side found 
themselves in. But when offered 
another bite at the cherry minutes 
later, the Argentine was somewhat 
closer to halving the deficit. 

But Brighton comfortably 
repelled anything the home side 
had to offer before going about fin¬ 
ishing the contest themselves with 
some to spare. Hart blocked from 
Murray, this after he’d exchanged 
passed with Anthony Knockaert. 

But when Pablo Zabaleta was 
clumsy on Murray minutes later, 
the experienced front man stepped 
up to beat Hart, sparking a mass 
exodus by Hammers fans. 

For long spells in the second half. 
West Ham lacked ideas, purpose or 
direction and as a result, they slipped 
dangerously close to the drop zone. 

Speaking after the match, Bilic 
said: “It’s a bad performance from us.

A STUNNING late goal from Ryan 
Leonard was enough to sink Bury 
and end Southend’s winless Sky Bet 
League One run on Saturday.
